Since our laff arrived a Mail from Fran ce, two from 
Holland, and three from Flanders. 
W & fill. remaimin a doubtfol and uncertain 
State ds to Peace or War. The Letters 
from Vienna by the Holland Mail which arrived 
laft Night, make no Mention of their having ap- 
proved of the new Prejc& inferted in our former 
for accommodating theA ffaitsin Italy. However 
they tell us, that the Court was ready to enter in- 
to Negociations on the Foot propofed by the Allies 
of Sevifle, and that the Hopes of Peace increafed 
daily: Bue at the fame Time they add, that the 
Generals were to go to Italy, and where the Impe- 
rial Troops continned to arrive, the Number of 
which is faid to amount already to 30000 Men. 

On the other Hand we are informed by fome Ac 
counts from Leghorn of the 3d Inft. N. S. thae 
it was cofrently reported there, that the Diffe- 
rence between Spain and the Emperor was accom- 
modated, and that Don Carlos with 6000 Soldiers 
fhould be peaceably admitted into Tofcany, the 
Emperor being firft psid the Charge he has been 
at inraifing and marching his‘ Troops, 4000 of 
which are faid to be arrived in the State of Mafla. 

Mean time the Right Honourable the Lord Wal- 
grave is daily expe@ted in Town from Vienna, and 
we go on with our Preparations, the Ruby, the 
London and fome other Ships being taken into the 
Tranfport Service; and they have begun to put on 
board them the Bedding for the Regiments that are 
taaflift in Don Carlos’s Expedition,“and a great 
Number of Cartoons or Water Bottles are like wife 
getting ready to be puton board the faid Tranf- 
ports for the Ufe of the Soldiers. 

People are much puzzled in thetr Thovghts to 
know how Affsirs will at laft terminate, which u- 
pon contluding the Treaty of Seville, ’twas ex- 
pected would have been in a general Pacification.
